The Board will also conduct a series of public heatings
pursuant to 42 U.S.C. § 2286b and invites any interested persons or groups to present any
comments, techﬁcal infonnatioﬁ, or data conceming safety issues related to the matters
to be considered.

Additionally, as a part of the
Board’s E-Government initiative, the meetings will be presented live through Internet
video streaming.

STATUS: Open. While the Government in the Sunshine Act does not require that the
scheduled discussions be co,nducte\d in a meeting, the Board has determined that open
meetings in this specific case further the public interests underlying both the Sunshine
Act and the Board’s enabling legislation.

MATTERS TO BE CONSIDERED: The Board has been reviewing the Department of

Energy’s (DOE) current oversight and management of the contracts and contractors it

relies upon to accomplish the mission assigned to DOE under the Atomic Energy Act of



1954, as amended. We will focus on what impact, if any, DOE’s new initiatives may
have or might have had upon assuring adequate protection of the health and safety of the
public and workers a£ DOE’s defense nuclear facilities. The fourth and fifth public
meetings will collect information needed to understand and address any health or safety
concerns fhat may require Board action. This will include, but is not limited to,
presentations by DOE and the National Nuclear Security Administration (NNSA) to
explain their contract management and oversight initiatives and possibly further
presentations by Board staff.

- The Board has identified several key areas that will be examined in public
meetings. The Board will explore 1z more depth the field application of Federal
management and oversight policies being devclop;:d by DOE and NNSA. for defense
nuclear facilities. The Board will hear from NNéA Site.Managers and Contractor General
Managers during the December 3rd meeting and from DOE Environmental Management
Site Managers and Contractor General Managers during the December 4th meeting. The
mnformation gathered will explore Federal contract management and oversight experience
and will provide relevant reference experience. The public hearing portioné are
independently authorized by 42 U.\S.C. § 2286b.

The Board
Members may question presenters to the extent deemed appropriate. Documents will be
accepted at thé meeting or may be sent to the Defense Nuclear Facilities Safety Board’s
Washington, DC, office. Tﬁe Board will hold the record open until Japuary 5, 2005, for
the receipt of additional materials. Transcripts of the meetings will be made available by

the Board for inspection by the public at the Defense Nuclear Facilities Safety Board’s
